Local vet helping animals affected by 
Hurricane Katrina

Over 1300 horses and 
3500 cats and dogs are left 
with nothing in Louisiana 
after Hurricane Katrina hit, 
and veterinarians and tech¬ 
nicians are strongly needed 
to assist with the welfare 
and medical needs of these 
animals. 

Didsbury’s local vet 
clinic, Krebs and Co. Veteri¬ 
nary Clinic understood this 
need and this past weekend 
Gord Krebs, vet, Cary Ann 
Viney, animal health tech, 
and Jessica Youngs, kennel 
helper, all left for Lousiana 


to help with the animals. 

“We will be based out of 
Louisiana State University 
in Baton Rouge or a shelter 
in Gonzales, between Baton 
Rouge and New Orleans, and 
travelling back and forth be¬ 
tween the two,” said Krebs. 
“They have two shelters with 
mass units, and a group of 
Canadians run both.” 

Hundreds of animals are 
still coming in daily, animals 
that are malnourished, dirty 
with lots of trauma, cuts, 
bruises and infections. Most 
of them don’t have owners 
and are weak, dehydrated 
and need evacuation. 


“I hope to do some rescu¬ 
ing myself,” said Krebs. 
“There are people who go 
around and bust into peo¬ 
ple’s houses finding trapped 
animals, that is what I want 
to do. I also get to get down 
there and find out what is 
happening with the cattle, 
and start helping them.” 

The three of them are go¬ 
ing under the Canadian Ani¬ 
mal Assistance Team. Their 
flights and accommodations 
are paid for, and their time 
is all volunteer. They will 
be sleeping in a huge tent 
with over sixty other people. 
They will work everyday 


from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m., there 
is presently a curfew in New 
Orleans at 6 p.m. 

“It is suppose to be so hot 
there, 12 hours there will 
feel like 20 anywhere else,” 
said Krebs. “We will be pack¬ 
ing all the scrubs, shorts and t- 
shirts we can find.” 

The group, with 17 other 
people left for Lousisana from 
Vancouver on Saturday, in¬ 
cluded in those twenty people 
are two to three vets, and the 
rest are all technicians and 
helpers. They will be gone 
for one week, and they are 
the third Canadian group to 
go.

Hartmann says he will 
miss his staff whom he con¬ 
siders to be his friends. 

“I will miss the partner¬ 
ships and relationships we 
have built,” said Hartmann. 
“That will be the hard part. 
We have wrestled through 
life issues together, it’s a 
journey we have shared. You 
get so close to people, then 
you stop going in everyday, 
that will be a hard day.” 

Duff Jamison, president of 


Great West, says the empha¬ 
sis will be on retaining the 
local focus on news coverage 
in the communities. 

Ownership and manage¬ 
ment is staying local while 
Great West, which owns 21 
newspapers in Alberta in¬ 
cluding Okotoks Western 
Wheel, Carstairs Courier, 
Red Deer Express and St.

While half of residents in 
the Province are split on 
whether every man, woman 
and child should receive a 
$400 rebate check just in 
time to help with Christmas 
shopping, local MLA Rich¬ 
ard Marz doesn’t agree with 
it at all. 

Marz took the opportu¬ 
nity to explain his position 
before Mountain View Coun¬ 
ty’s council last Wednesday, 
September 28. He says he 
believes there are areas 
where this money could 
have been invested, which in 
the long-run would have 
brought down other ex¬ 
penses for Albertans. 

The $400 rebate program 
is expected to cost Alberta 
Taxpayers $1.3 billion, 
which is about 1/8 of the 
projected $8 billion surplus 
that the Province is ex¬ 
pected to bring in this fiscal 
year, due to the record high 
oil and gas prices. 

“It wasn’t one of my pri¬ 
orities on where to spend 
$1.3 billion. We could have 
got rid of the education 
property taxes with $1.4 bil¬ 
lion; we could have got rid 
of health care premiums 
with $900 million - and 
looked at ways to enhance 
the natural gas rebate pro¬ 
gram. This $400 is going to 
buy some good will for a very 
short period of time. Their 
bills might start going up 
before they even get their 
checks,” Marz said. 

Another area which Marz 
says he has been an advo¬ 
cate over is for AISH (As¬ 
sured Income for the Se¬ 
verely Handicapped) recipi¬ 
ents to receive an increase 


in their monthly income. 
Just last year the recipients 
received an increase, how¬ 
ever, Marz says with the 
spike expected in natural 
gas this winter, their in¬ 
crease is going to completely 
wiped out. 

“I think we could have 
done longer term planning 
on things like taxes, premi¬ 
ums, rebate programs (for 
utilities) and AISH in¬ 
creases. The amount that 
utilities are going to go up 
is going to offset the last in¬ 
crease that (AISH) recipi¬ 
ents received,” he said. 

Some debate that the 
Province’s Official Opposi¬ 
tion - the Alberta Liberals 
have tossed out is the fact 
that there was no debate 
given to this topic. 

They are saying that Pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein basically 
decided that this was what 
was going to be done with 
the money and not all MLA’s 
had a say. 

Well, in fact it seems like 
even Klein’s own MLA’s 
didn’t have a say, because 
Marz doesn’t stem far from 
that same argument. 

The decision to send out 
the $400 debate checks was 
made in a Tory caucus meet¬ 
ing, where Marz wasn’t 
given the opportunity to 
vote ‘yes’ or ‘no’ on the 
topic. 

“I clearly asked for a vote 
and none was taken,” Marz said. 
“We could have done some ma¬ 
jor things there - or a combina¬ 
tion of all of those things to a 
certain degree and I think it 
would have helped Albertans 
more then just a cash payout 
prior to Christmas.”

Included is information 
taken from our audited fi¬ 
nancial statements. 

This reduction in debt re¬ 
duces our debt servicing 
charges proportionately. 

The next item under the 
long-term fiscal viability 
priority is increasing the 
non-residential tax base. 
Since a picture is worth a 
thousand words, I have 
saved us all the other 926 
words by graphically demon¬ 
strating the information 
from our last four years’ tax 
bylaws showing the official 
value of non-residential 
properties in Didsbury. This 
increase does not imply 
slowing in residential prop¬ 
erty additions, but does 
quantify the growth of our 
non-residential tax base. 
The assessment at Dec. 31 
of the previous year is the 
tax assessment base for the 
following year. 

I will be continuing this 
monthly series regarding 
the implementation of our 
Strategic Plan as part of 
our council’s ongoing com¬ 
mitment to provide accurate 
information and opportuni¬ 
ties for community commu¬ 
nication and consultation.

Growing up, Shawna 
Whiteside had dreams of be- 
coming a silversmith, but 
thought to herself, “Who 
does that?” Well now years 
later she does just that, and 
is loving every minute of it. 

“I started about three 
years ago, it was what I had 
always wanted to do,” said 
Whiteside. “I went on with 
my life, and then years later 
I had an opportunity to ap¬ 
prentice under one of the 
leading silversmiths in 
Canada.” 

This opportunity came 
about when Whiteside or¬ 
dered something from them, 
that she had designed her¬ 
self. They asked her to come 
in and work for them, be¬ 
cause they just had a lady 
retire after 15 years. 

“They go through very lit¬ 
tle staff there, so it was ex¬ 
cellent timing,” said 
Whiteside. 

She spent the next two 
years working at Olson Sil¬ 
ver in High River, engrav¬ 
ing everything from CFR 
buckles and Stampede buck¬ 
les, to crowns for the High 
School Rodeo Finals. 

After her time with Olson 
Silver, Whiteside decided to 
move back “home” to 
Didsbury, where she grew 
up. 

“I have a deep sense of 
home here, I have lived all 
over but I am deeply rooted 
here with my friends and 
family,” said Whiteside. “I 
just love the area.” 

After moving here, 
Whiteside started her own 
business called ‘Sweet Iron 
Silver’ in her home just 
west of town. 

“I don’t have a lot of 
stock there because every¬ 
thing is tailored to the cli¬ 
ent,” said Whiteside. “Eve¬ 
rything is very unique and 
no two pieces are the same. 


Things are tailored to the 
customer’s background, his¬ 
tory, whatever they want.” 

Prices for her work vary 
anywhere from $40 to $1500, 
depending on what you 
want done. Whiteside makes 
a lot of beautiful jewellery, 
including pendants, braclets 
and earrings. On average 
earrings take Whiteside 
three hours to do, from de¬ 


sign to completion, and buck¬ 
les take about two days. 

“I can do silver, copper or 
ten karat gold, all depending 
on what the person wants,” 
said Whiteside. “I also do cus¬ 
tom engraving. I can do it on 
lots of stuff such as pick 
guards and I did engravings 
all over my brother’s banjo. 
I hope to do guns in the fu¬ 
ture.” 


None of Whiteside’s 
work is plated, it is all 
solid. “These are great 
pieces for air looms, you 
can continue to pass them 
down because they last,” 
said Whiteside. “Also eve¬ 
rything is one of a kind, 
stuff you could not get any 
where else.” Whiteside is 
not the only artistic one in 
the family, her mom is

“I love doing this, it is 
what I always wanted to do, 
it is my passion,” said 
Whiteside.

Newly named, the 
former Highway 22 
harked back to the days 
when the road carried the 
herds of cattle as they 
were trailed to the sum¬ 
mer pasture of the 
Waldron Ranch. 

Often, people who are 
travelling in Alberta sim¬ 
ply use the common 
north-south route of 
Highway No. 2 stretching 
from Fort Mcleod to Peace 
River and the start of the 
Alaska Highway. What 
they don’t realize that al¬ 
most parallel to the more 
travelled route is the 
‘Cowboy Trail,’ encom¬ 
passing some of the most 
beautiful scenery in the 
world. 

Stretching from the 
south, where it leaves the 
Crow’s Nest Highway, 
many miles north to the 
junction with highway 
No. 2 at Mayerthorpe, it 
is a traveler’s dream. 

Picture if you will a 
herd of bawling cattle to¬ 
gether with cowboys on 
prancing horses keeping 
the herd together and 
started on the way to the 
summer pasture. A small 
calf dashes away trying to 
return to familiar ground 
but is quickly turned back 
by a rider, into the herd 
and the safety of its 
mother. Slowly the herd of 
about 300 cows is pointed 
south on the seventy-mile 
journey to fatten in the 
lush grass of the Waldron. 
The graveled roads of 
those early days meant 
eating a lot of dust by the 
riders and cattle alike. 

Steadily now, the ani¬ 
mals settled down to a 
mile-covering pace. The 
crew of cowboys could 
feast their eyes on the glo¬ 
rious panorama on every 
side. Rolling hills covered 
in waving grass stretched 
for miles on the left, to¬ 
ward the early sun. On 
the right, the foothills 
gave way to the majesty 
of the Rocky Mountains. 
Still snowcapped in the 
early summer, they rose in 
an awe-inspiring sight. 


The ever-changing scen¬ 
ery made the long day less 
of toil and more of an ad¬ 
venture to be enjoyed. 

Late afternoon, as the 
sun shone above the 
mountains, the weary 
trail herd scented water 
and the pace picked up 
speed. In sight now was 
the jewel of Chain Lakes. 
Well named, the small 
lakes resembled a string 
of beads joined by little 
streams. 

The lowing of the cat¬ 
tle was a sound in the wil¬ 
derness like music to the 
ears of the men whose 
whole life was love for the 
open range. 

Tired horses, relived of 
the saddles, rolled in the 
dust before drinking of 
the sparkling water and 
then joined the cattle, 
cropping the rich grass. 

In the dusk, several 
white-tailed deer came to 
drink at the lake; an ea¬ 
gle soared overhead, a pic¬ 
ture to add to the magic 
of the day. 

Morning came early for 
the crew. Breakfast was 
hastily eaten, horses sad¬ 
dled and the cattle gath¬ 
ered. Calves bawled for 
their mothers and nursed 
before the day began. The 
point rider started the 
herd on another leg of the 
journey. 

The foothills of Alberta 
is home to many large 
ranches. The romance of 
cowboy life has held a 
Btrong attraction for 
many young fellows and 
the theme of a great 
number of western songs. 

Today, the long dusty 
road has given way to a 
beautifully paved high¬ 
way. No longer is it likely 
that you might meet a 
herd being moved from 
one ranch to another, 
Still you may pass a 
branding corral where the 
old activities are still car¬ 
ried on. Perhaps you will 
be lucky enough to see 
some of the old west in 
operation. Aside from the in¬ 
terest of today’s ranch life, 
the journey from end to end 
of the Cowboy Trail is a treat 
not to be missed.

County pulls from reserves to 


fund severance

With no where else to pull the 
funds from, without going to the 
bank and borrowing the money, 
Mountain View County council 
voted to pay former County Com¬ 
missioner his severance pay from 
reserves. 

Last Wednesday council was 
presented with three options on 
where they could find the $233,828 
that was agreed upon to be paid 
out to Johnsrude as severance, 
after he was fired from his posi¬ 
tion in a 4-3 vote in early August. 

The County’s Director of Fi¬ 
nance Greg Wei ns presented coun¬ 
cil with the following options to 
fund Johnsrude’s settlement: 

a) To pull the funds from the 
working capital reserve, which 
has a balance of approximately 
$3.8 million dollars at the end of 
the year. 

b) Obtain necessary funds from 
the tax rate stabilization reserve, 
which has a balance of approxi¬ 
mately $400,000. 

c) Obtain necessary funds from 
short-term borrowing. 

Council voted unanimously to 
pull the money from the working 
capital reserve, despite not being 
the intent of this pool of money. 

“That reserve is generally used 
to limit the amount of short-term 
borrowing that the County has to 
do. As we progress through the 
year we have expenses starting 
January 1, but we don’t receive 
taxes until September,” Weins ex¬ 
plained. “So there is a period where 
we are operating without receiv¬ 
ing revenue. Having a balance in 
that reserve means we have to 
borrow less. It’s not the intent of 
this reserve for this type of fund¬ 
ing.” 

Weins said when he sat down 
to try to figure out where $233,828 
of unbudgeted money could come 
from there really were no other 
options, unless council wanted to 
borrow money and pay interest on 
it. 

“The options are somewhat 
limited at this point. A couple of 
the other options was to take the 
money out of the tax rate 
stabilization, which is just another 
reserve - however, that would al¬ 
most take that to zero, which is 


why it wasn’t suggested to take it 
from there. And, the other option 
was to borrow the money,” Weins 
said. 

Using funds from this account 
will increase the borrowing cost 
and also decrease the investment 
revenue of the County by approxi¬ 
mately $10,000 per year, Weins 
added. 

On top of Johnsrude’s settle¬ 
ment, he will also receive $114,900 
- which he will receive as sabbati¬ 
cal funding. 

Johnsrude was an employee of 
Mountain View County for over 
27 years, which means he was an 
employee when the school division 
was still part of the County. When 
the school board split away from 
the County an agreement was 
made to have this sabbatical fund¬ 
ing in place. 

The $114,900 is not an added 
expense, as this money has been 
in the bank find has just been add¬ 
ing up over the years as Johnsrude 
has been an employee with Moun¬ 
tain View County. 

Johnsrude would have been 
entitled to this money no matter 
if he would have retired, quit, or 
died while still an employee of the 
County. 

“It’s essentially an amount 
that was incurred through his 
years of service. That was part of 
an agreement that Harold had 
with the County that has its roots 
when the school board was split 
from the County.” 

Carstairs area Councillor 
Gwen Day, who voted to retain 
Johnsrude in August as CAO, 
says that she voted only to pull 
from reserves because there 
weren’t really any other options. 

“There wasn’t any great spot 
to pull it from. I would rather not 
be touching our reserves, but 
what do you do? It was the lesser 


of three evils I guess,” Day said. 
“We didn’t have a lot of options 
sitting in front of us to deal with 
that one.” 

The other added expense which 
the County was faced with was 
funding the Interim CAO’s wage - 
expected to be approximately 
$12,000 per month. Doug 
Plambing, who was appointed to 
this position, is expected to be on 
board with the County for at least 
four months - for a total of 
$48,000. 

“There was money in the 
budget for strategic planning. One 
of the things the interim CAO is 
going to be doing is strategic plan¬ 
ning - so that money will just be 
re-directed. There was $50,000 
budgeted and that is about how 
much we are planning the ex¬ 
penses for the interim CAO to be.” 

Another expense which coun¬ 
cil will still have to deal with in 
the coming weeks is how they will 
fund a head-hunting agency that 
they are bringing on board to help 
find a new CAO. 

It is expected that the head¬ 
hunting agency will cost close to 
$30,000 - which also is not budg¬ 
eted.

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QUESTION: If you were a counselor who was helping 
someone manage a crisis situation in a marriage, your 
recommendations to exercise tough love could potentially 
kill the marriage. Doesn't that make you nervous? Have 
you ever regretted taking a family in this direction? 

DR. DOBSON: To answer that question you need to 
understand how I see my situation. My role is similar to 
that of a surgeon who tells a patient that he needs a coro¬ 
nary artery bypass operation. The man sits in his doctor's 
office, hearing the probabilities of success and failure. "If 
you undergo this operation,” the doctor says, "research 
shows you'll have a 3 percent chance of not surviving the 
surgery." Wow! Three out of every 100 people who submit 
to the knife will die on the table! Why would anyone run 
that risk voluntarily? Because the chances of death are 
far greater without the surgery. 

The love must be tough — confrontations and ultima¬ 
tums are like that. They may result in the sudden demise 
of a relationship. But, without the crisis, there is a much 
higher probability of a lingering death. Instead of bring¬ 
ing the matter to a head while there is a chance for heal¬ 
ing, the alternative is to stand by while the marriage dies 
with a whimper. I'd rather take my chances today, before 
further damage is done. A blowout is better than a slow 
leak. 

QUESTION: My family lives together under one roof 
and we share the same last name, but we don't "feel" like a 
family. How can I begin to put a sense of togetherness into 
this harried household? How do you put meaningful ac¬ 
tivities into your family? 

DR.DOBSON: One way to accomplish that is by cre¬ 
ating traditions in your home. By traditions, I'm referring 
to those recurring events and behaviors that are antici¬ 
pated, especially by children, as times of closeness and fel¬ 
lowship between loved ones. 

In our family, the centerpiece of our holiday traditions 
is food. Each year during Thanksgiving and Christmas, 
the women prepare marvelous turkey dinners with all the 
trimmings. Another great favorite at that time is a fruit 
dish called ambrosia, containing sectioned oranges and 
grapes. The family peels the grapes together the night be¬ 
fore the big day. These holidays are wonderful experiences 
for all of us. There’s laughter and warm family interaction 
throughout the day. We look forward to that festive sea¬ 
son, not just for the food, but for what happens between 
loved ones who come together on that occasion. 

We also have designated foods on the other holidays 
throughout the year. On New Year's Day, for reasons that 
I cannot explain, we enjoy a Southern meal of pinto beans 
cooked at least eight hours with large chunks of lean ham, 
served with corn bread and little onions. It's so good! For 
many years, we invited 30 or more friends to our home on 
July Fourth and served them barbecued hamburgers and 
baked beans. This became a prelude to a fireworks display, 
and much fun and laughter. 

There are many other traditions. Immediately prior to 
Thanksgiving dinner, each person is given two kernels of 
Indian corn to symbolize the blessings he or she is most 
thankful for that year. A basket is passed and every mem¬ 
ber drops in the corn while sharing their two richest bless¬ 
ings from God during that year. Our expressions of thank¬ 
fulness inevitably involve people - children, grandparents 
and other loved ones. As the basket moves around the 
table, tears of appreciation and love are evident on many 
faces. It is one of the most beautiful moments of the year. 

The great value of traditions is that they give a family a 
sense of identity and belonging. All of us desperately need 
to feel that we re not just part of a busy cluster of people 
living together in a house, but were a living, breathing 
family that's conscious of our uniqueness, our character 
and our heritage. That feeling is the only antidote for the 
loneliness and isolation that characterize so many homes 
today.
